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LSUS mayoral debate draws small crowd

No more then 50 peo¬ 
ple showed up for the 
Shreveport mayoral can¬ 
didate forum Tuesday 
night in the U.C. 
Ballroom. Minister 
Theron Jackson, 

Architect Elmo Bryant, 
Attorney Larry English, 
City Councilman Keith 
Hightower, and Mayor 
Bo Williams discussed 
racial issues, economic 
concerns, and future 
planning for the city. 

A lot of “look at 
Bossier” was mentioned 
when issues of the econ¬ 
omy arose. 

“You’ve criticized the 
mayor for showing lack 


of leadership,” English 
said to Hightower, 
“You’ve raved that 
we’ve missed opportuni¬ 
ties. Why didn’t you 
and the other council- 
men step in and provide 
that leadership?” 

English said. 

“I’m a big boy and 
willing to take my part 
of the blame for missed 
opportunities," 
Hightower said, “That's 
why I’m running for 
mayor. I feel I’m up for 
the challenge. 

Williams wanted to 
know if English agreed 
with Hightower vo ting * 
against his program that 
helps women and 
minorities obtain city 
work. 


“Well obviously 1 
don't,” English said. 
“Over half of the city is 
African American and 
less then 1 percent of the 
city’s contracts were 
awarded to minority 
businesses last year.” 

English, the former 
president of 

Shreveport’s NAACP, 
said Shreveport needed 
to create a “growing- 
thriving-dynamic-black” 
business space. English 
said that if Shreveport 
doesn't expand in this 
way, there will dire con¬ 
sequences. 

Williams was the only 
candidate not willing to 
do anything special for

On-campus day-care discussion continues

It has been rumored 
that LSUS might be look¬ 
ing into starting a day¬ 
care facility here on cam¬ 
pus. Well the rumor is 
true. LSUS is in the 
process of developing an 
on-campus day-care for 
current or future students 
with children. 

LSUS has joined with 
other area colleges in 
order to devise a way of 
helping mothers who 
have children to contin¬ 
ue their education 

SGA President Nick 
Crafts has been in the 
process of meeting with 
schools, such as 
Northeast Louisiana and 
LSU of Alexandria, in 
order to develop an idea 
of how LSUS would go 
about starting a day-care. 

“Both Northeast and 


LSU of Alexandria have 
established day-care cen¬ 
ters on their campuses 
and it has really worked 
well,” says Crafts, “But 
the problem with those 
schools was that it took a 
great deal of time to get 
things rolling.” 

Crafts said LSU of 
Alexandria spent 20 
years developing its 
facility. “We do not want 
to take that long, we 
want to get things going 
now.” 

And getting things 
going is exactly what 
Crafts and the rest of the 
SGA have done. Already 
they have gained support 
from the dean and chan¬ 
cellor, as well as from 
the faculty and staff. 
“We are in the middle of 
the research phase, right 
now,” said Crafts, “We 
are finding out first 
whether this project can 


financially be done and 
also if this is what stu¬ 
dents want.” 

A recent survey con¬ 
ducted by LSUS shows 
that the average student 
on campus is a female, 
27 years of age. “These 
are the ones we are try¬ 
ing help,” said Crafts, 
“Some of these women 
have children that need 
to be looked after and 
that keeps them from 
coming back to college.” 

Crafts also believes 
that this idea will help 
faculty and staff, as well, 
“There are many teachers 
who would love the idea 
of being able to drop 
their child off at a day¬ 
care on campus.” 

The SGA is in the 
process of trying to start 
a committee made up of 
the faculty Senate, staff 
senate and the SGA, in 
order to work out details 


and find ideas to make 
the day-care program 
work. “1 feel if we have 
all the branches of the 
school working on this 
idea together, it will help 
things much better,” said 
Crafts. 

Working together is 
the key to the project. 
English Professor Helen 
Taylor and Humanities 
Professor Lynn Walford 
have been a big part of 
this project from the 
beginning. “They have 
worked real hard in get¬ 
ting us the information 
needed to start this pro¬ 
ject up,” Crafts said. 

The SGA is also hop¬ 
ing that if all goes 
through, they can count 
on other areas of the 
school for help. “We 
thought of a way for the 
day-care center to be 
worked by the early edu¬ 
cation department, since 


they are learning to care 
for and teach young chil¬ 
dren,” said Crafts, “It 
would be great experi¬ 
ence for them.” 

But the early education 
department is not the 
only venue for help. 
Parents of the children 
can help. If a parent is 
willing to work a few 
hours a week at the day 
care, then part of the cost 
for using the day care 
would be deducted from 
those hours. 

This brings us to the 
real question. How much 
is it going to cost us? 

First, there is the cost 
to build and maintain the 
day-care. At LSUA it 
takes between $195,000 
to $200,000 to run its day 
care program. It would 
probably take the same 
amount to run a program

at LSUS. 

That might sound like 
a big amount, but Crafts 
feels this is wlial it lakes 
to establish a successful 
program. That amount 
would include salaries 
for the day care director 
and the staff that would 
run the facility. It would 
also include any mainte¬ 
nance or supplies need¬ 
ed. 

The SGA feels that 
money could be raised in 
a variety of ways. One 
of the ways would be to 
establish a co-op with an 
organization like the 
United Way. Grants and 
student fees would be 
another alternative.. 

"We feel that if that 
option is necessary, that 
it would be a fee that is 
really needed," said 
Crafts. “We know that 
students do not like extra 
fees, but for an individ¬ 
ual to be able to continue 


their education would be 
worth the money.” 

The second financial 
consideration is the cost 
to send a child there. For 
a student, the proposed 
cost would be $50 to $55 
a week and for faculty 
$70. “This is the same or 
possibly less than the 
day-cares around town 
cost,"Crafts said. 

But do not count on 
the day-care being built 
tomorrow. The school 
must continue with its 
research and then must 
acquire the proper per¬ 
mits. utilities, equip¬ 
ment. licenses.... well 
you get the point. Crafts 
does not feel that the 
day-care will be built 
within two years, but he 
does want in the next 
year to know if the idea 
will work or not. “I want 
to have a plan in action, 
within a year, so we 
know whether we can do 
this or not.”

Last weekend, LSUS 
hosted the largest confer¬ 
ence ever held on George 
Washington. Over 80 
scholars, representing a 
wide range of universities, 
from Louisiana Tech to the 
University of Sussex, par¬ 
ticipated in the conference. 

The conference was a 
chance for people to come 
together and exchange 
ideas on Washington, in 
hopes that everyone would 
leave with a better under¬ 
standing of the nation’s first 
president. 

Henry Abraham, a 
retired professor from the 
University of Virginia, who 
has had over 100 articles 
published, opened the con¬ 
ference with a presentation 
on the Supreme Court 
Justices appointed by 
Washington. 

His was the first of 3 
days of presentations and 
panel discussions focusing 
on various aspects of 
Washington’s life. 

Friday, Frank J. 
Williams, a judge on the 
Superior Court of Rhode 
Island and Chairman of the 
Lincoln Forum, along with 


William D. Pederson from 
LSUS spoke on “Measuring 
Character in Presidents.” 

Washington was one of 
the presidents who, “set the 
standard from which all 
other presidents are com¬ 
pared.” Williams said. 

Williams listed the 5 
defining characteristics of 
all great presidents which 
include; being more active 
than passive, being flexible, 
being sett-actualized, 
exhibiting decency toward 
others as reflected in 
clemency policy, and con¬ 
ducting business “open 


door” rather than “closed 
door.” 

This is the third in a 
series of presidential con¬ 
ferences that are already 
scheduled through the year 
2009. The next conference, 
on America at the 3rd 
Century and Millennium, 
will occur in 2000. 
Pederson, who is a political 
science professor as well as 
the director of the 
American Studies Program 
at LSUS, is responsible for 
organizing the conferences. 

“LSUS is lucky to have 
him.” Abraham said.

Government official spoke to faculty and staff 
about the need for technologically adept students

Robert P. Konrath, 
manager of special pro¬ 
jects for the U.S. 
Department of State 
and officer with the 
U.S. Embassy in 
Santiago, Chile, 

addressed faculty mem¬ 
bers and students 
Tuesday Sept. 15. 
Konrath’s position with 
the department of state 
requires him to inform 
people on international 
concerns. 

“We go out and tell 
people what they want 
to know and some 
things they don’t,” he 
said. Konrath has 
served as economic 
officer with 

Switzerland, Jamaica, 
Paraguay, and Nigeria. 

In Tuesday forum, be 


brought up today’s 
economy and the inter¬ 
national influences that 
it incurs. “I agree with 
President Clifton’s 
comments to the 
Council on Foreign 
Relations in New 
York,” he said, “The 
U.S. economy is at a 
critical point, especial¬ 
ly with what’s going on 
in Asia. 

Konrath believes the 
weakness in Asia lies 
with the lack of reform 
of its financial institu¬ 
tion, and the lack of 
trust in the country. 
“We don’t want to make 
the same mistake we 
did in the 1930’s,” he 
said, “Commodity 
prices fell, and we had 
world economic depres¬ 
sion.” 

Asked about the 
importance of knowing 


a second language, 
Konrath said that it was 
an essential skill in 
many lines of work. 
Konrath speaks three 
languages: German, 

Spanish, and French. 

“You’re able to learn 
more from people and 
their culture when you 
speak their language,” 
Konrath said, 

“However, knowing a 
second language isn’t 
as important as being 
up to speed on the latest 
technology.” Konrath 
said that ever since 
Asia started using 
English as a second lan¬ 
guage, English has 
become an international 
language, especially in 
business. 

Director of the Career 
Planning and Placement 
Center, Brian Hirsch, 
asked what internation¬ 


al careers should stu¬ 
dents be exploring. 
“Anything that deals 
with taking the know¬ 
how from here to where 
they don’t have it,” 
Konrath said. Konrath 
said that the wireless 
Internet is a good 
example. He said that 
it’s still in its infancy 
stages and countries 
will need experts in just 
such fields. “It needs to 
be technology on the 
cutting edge,” Konrath 
said. . 

Assistant Professor 
of Management, Ken 
Chadwick, asked for 
Konrath’s opinion on 
the future direction of 
Russia, and its ability to 
maintain a drive 
towards capitalism. 
“Russia is a big worry 
on a lot of people’s 
mind,” Konrath said. 


“Russia is in a period of 
high instability right 
now. 

Konrath believes the 
direction is going to be 
determined solely by 
who takes over leader¬ 
ship. “They’ve deval¬ 
ued the ruble,” he said, 
“ Russia is not getting 
any better. I don’t 
believe any of the 
prospective leaders 
have the county’s inter¬ 
est at heart. My politi¬ 
cal point of view, if 
there was something 
that could change the 
world — Russia is it.” 

Chair of the College 
of Business, Dr. 
Charlotte Jones, coordi¬ 
nated with Konrath’s 
office to bring him to 
LSUS, since he was in 
town speaking to the 
International Trade 
Center.

KDAQ 89.9 PM, 
housed on the campus 
since the 1980’s, offers 
public radio to the 
Shreveport area and 
transmits to repeater sta¬ 
tions in Lufkin, Texas, El 
Dorado, AR and 
Alexandria, LA. 

Originally established 
by the Shreveport 
Chamber of commerce as 
an educational alternative 
to commercial radio, 
start-up funds were raised 
by the Chamber and 
LSUS granted the station 
its current location on 
campus. Although LSUS 
provides no funding for 
the station. Students are 
welcome as interns for 
training in the radio and 
broadcasting Held. 

The station’s format 
consists of classical and 
blues music, features, sto¬ 
ries and news from 
National Public Radio. 

“You should have news 
for everyone and a ser¬ 
vice for everybody,” said 
Catherine Fraser, General 
Manager of KDAQ. The 
station is funded by lis¬ 
tener donations and by 
Congress 
and has an 
operating 
budget of 
appoximale- 
ly $520,000, 

84 percent 
of which is 
local dona¬ 
tions. The 
station feels 
it is impor¬ 
tant to edu¬ 
cate people 
about public 
radio and 
the need to 
support -it 
financially.

that the station feels is 
necessary and pertinent to 
what their listeners want 
to hear. 

For the future, the sta¬ 
tion sees direct satellite 
broadcasts as a competi¬ 
tor because listeners will 
be able to acces any sta¬ 
tion in the world and may 
not have access to or need 
public radio. Public radio 
stations must ask them¬ 
selves are they doing 
enough for their local 
communities so that lis¬ 
teners will continue to 
support them. Fraser has 
been appointed to the 
Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting Board that

of the Louisiana Hayride 
on April 3, 1999 from 
Municipal Auditorium. 
Fraser sees this as an 
opportunity for LSUS to 
receive exposure outside 
the regional area. This 
project will require addi- 
tonal staff.
